Death to Aphids! 


By M. V. CHESiVirr. FBItS 

In our part of the country, tha 
moot oeiioua Insect peat we must con¬ 
tend with k the aphid. Not that tha 
Individual aphid ton auL.i a terribk 
amount of harm, but becauat their 
proUfle rate of propagation k such 
they could overrun the whok garden 
In a alngle season if allowed to mul¬ 
tiply uncontroUed. 

At thk season of the yaar, moat 
kinds of aphid have died or gone Into 
hibernation, but their eggs have been 
kid—tiny, shiny oval eggs in mBaaca 
on our shrubs and trees. It k from 
these egga moat of next year's 
troublea will hatch 11 we don't do 
something about them. 

a a a 

The winter wash k the answer to 
aphid eggs—and to quite a lew other 
troublea too—end for my money, the 
winter spraying k the mooc Impor¬ 
tant one of the year. Ideally, fruit 
trees and soft fruit bushes should be 
sprayed about seven Utnes per year— 
this k tha government recommenda¬ 
tion for commercial grower s —but 
seven sprayings la a bit too strenuous 
for the average backyard gardener. 
In cutting down to a more easily 
handled routine, though, the winter 


wash should be the last to be aban¬ 
doned. 

Apart from killing aphid egga, the 
winter wash helps control the small. 
shelMika scale Insects that ao often 
Infest plums, cherries and peaches. It 
will also dastroy the spores of the 
apple scab fungus and eradicates the 
UcheiM. moea and green algae on the 
bark. While moaa on a tree does no 
particukr harm In Itself, it gives 
shelter to Insect peak and fungus 
spores seeking winter quarters, 
a a a 

TTie sprays used for winter arash- 
Ing are cauitic In nature, and can only 
be uard when the trees and shrubs 
are fully dormant. This means any 
time after the leaves have fallen In 
the autumn and before the buds start 
■welling In early apiing. Dormant 
apraya may not be used on evergreens. 

The soft fruits—gnoaebeiilea, cur¬ 
rants. raapberrlea, iogana and bkek- 
•‘oriiea—should come flrat. along with 
tha stone fruits — peaches, plums, 
cherries and apricots—os these start 
• Into growth ao early In the spring, 
and If you put off the winter wash 
too long, you may mlaa the boat. 
Apples and pears may be left until 
later, taking advantage of any spell 
of good spraying weather that may 


come along. Strawfaerrks and nut 
trees are not sprayed, but M k a good 
Idea to do the ornamental shrubs, 
ireei and rosea along with the fruit! 
except, of course, the winter-flower. 
Ing kinds and evergreens. 

The beat spray to dean off moss 
and kill bug eggs k a tar dktUkta 
sold under the name of Spray Oil, but 
thk preparation isn't much good tor 
preventing aoabby apples and pears. 
Ume sulphur cleans up scab, but isn't 
very effective against Insect eggs. 
Fortunately, the two can be mixed, 
and a pretty good all-purpose spray 
k two pints Ume i sulfur plus ont 
pint dormant oil emuklon mixed Into 
five gallons of water. 

a a a 

Apply aa a reaUy drenching spray, 
making sure every part of the tree k 
wetted. Grass, growing plants and 
evergreen shrubs nearby should be 
covered and protected from the caus¬ 
tic spray, and It k a wise precaution 
for the operator to wear goggles and 
smear hk face and hands with bar¬ 
rier cream or vaseline. 

Inddentally, this spray k grand 
for clean:ng moss and allma from 
crazy paving and stepping stones 
which become dangerouidy slippery 
from this cause.
